BILL 

To Regulate the Amount of Presentments by Grand Juries, 
for Payment of the Public Officers of the several Counties 
in Ireland.

1 various Acts of Parliament have been from time 
to time past, and arc in force in Ireland, with respect to the 

Compensations to be granted by Presentments of Grand Juries, to the 
several public Officers of Counties, Counties of Cities, and Counties of 
Towns in Ireland', under which the Amount of the Payments to such 
public Officers arc in some instances uncertain, and in others have been 
found to be burthensome; and it is expedient that such Payments should 
in future be regulated in manner hereinafter mentioned ; 

ft therefore (Enacteti by The KING’S most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority 

2 of the same, THAT all Clerks of the Crown, Clerks of the Peace, 
Secretaries to Grand Juries, Sheriffs, Keepers of Prisons, Medical 
Officers, and all other Officers and Persons mentioned and specified in 
the Table to this Act annexed, for the payment or remuneration of 
whose duties, salaries or expenses, any Presentment or Presentments is 
or arc required to be made by Grand Juries, under any Act or Acts in 
force at the time of the passing of this Act, shall from and after the 

be paid and remunerated for all such duties services 
and expenses, by annual salaries only, payable half yearly at each several 
assizes, by equal moieties, and not exceeding in any case the amount men- 
tioned in the Table of Classification of counties and salaries of county 
officers, annexed to this Act, and that from and after the 

it shall not be lawful for any Grand Jury of any county, county of 
a city, or county of a town, in any case, to make Presentment of any sum 
or sums for any such officer at the several assizes, to be held in any one 
year in any such county, county of a city, or county of a town, exceeding 
in the whole the amount of the annual salary payable to any such officer,

os specified and set forth in such Table; and that such sum or sums so 
presented, not exceeding in the whole such annual sum so respectively 
specified and set forth in such Table, shall be in full and complete satis- 3 
faction and remuneration for all duties and services to be done and per- 
formed, and for all expenses to be incurred by such officers in the execu- 
tion of their several offices, for which any Presentment may lawfully be 
made by any Grand Jury, under any Act or Acts in force immediately 
before the passing of this Act ; any thing in any such Act or Acts, or 
any law usage or custom to the contrary in any wise notwithstanding. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That in case of any insufficient 
discharge or absolute neglect of duty by any such officer or officers, 
or in case it shall appear that the amount of business transacted 
shall not require the full amount of salary allotted in the Table to this 
Act annexed, it shall and may be lawful for any Grand Jury of any 
county, county of a city, or county of a town in Ireland, at the several 
assizes in any one year, to present any sum or sums, less in the whole 
than the amount of the annual salary specified in the said Table, to 
be paid to any officer or officers in the said Table mentioned ; and also 
to withhold and refuse to make any Presentment whatever, at any assizes, 
for any such officer or officers, as shall seem fit to such Grand J ury in 
their discretion. 

Provided also, and be it Enacted, That nothing in this Act, or the 
Table thereto annexed, shall extend to the county of Dublin, or to the 
county of the city of Dublin.
